REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICES 


In Greenwood For the Year 1965 


Public health nursing today reflects the efforts of nurs- 
ing to adjust to a rapidly changing social and technical 
world. It is difficult to define public health nursing because 
of a variation in community needs, and in the degree of 
preparation and experience of the nurse assigned to the 
work. ‘Vhe team approach, which consists of doctors, social 
workers, physical therapists, nutritionists, the public health 
nurse and many others, is the most successful method in 
operation today for caring for and preventing illnesses and 
public health problems. 


The following table shows the type and number of 
cases carried on nursing service and the number of visits 
made to them:

* Health supervision consists of preventive teaching 
and counselling; there is no illness, disease or disabilty. 
Nursing visits to pre-natal and post-natal cases; infants and 
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pre-school children are examples of the type of cases which 
are classified as health supervision. 


The public health nursing program is a generalized one, 
in that it is not restricted to any one age group or any one 
service. The socio-economic status is not a factor in selec- 
tion of cases; nursing service is available to all in the com- 
munity. 


The child health conferences and the school health pro- 
grams were conducted as they have been in previous years. 
We did include tests for albumin and sugar on specimens 
sent in on those pupils having physical examinations. 


It is essential that the patient, family and community 
take an active part in dealing with health problems and pro- 
grams in effect now and in the future. 


Appreciation is expressed to all for their interest and 
continued support of this program.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chap- 
ter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the 
financial records of the Town of Greenwood have been 
audited for the municipal year ended December 31, 1965. 

As required by statute, one copy of this report together 
with the audit procedural form prescribed by the state audi- 
tor for governmental audits in accordance with statutory 
requirements have been forwarded to the State Department 
of Audit. 

The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit and performed in accordance with standards estab- 
lished by the State Department of Audit and by the National 
Committee on Governmental Accounting. Audit analysis 
was on a basis consistnt with the preceding year and in- 
cluded all procedures considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear to have 
been appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying 
comments present the result of the financial operations of 
the Town for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF GREENWOOD 
January 1, 1965 to December 31, 1965 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Greenwood has been com- 
pleted for the municipal year ended December 31, 1965. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The re- 
sults are incorporated in the following comments, exhibits 
and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net balances credited to unappropriated surplus 
amounted to $8,204.76, per the following summary : 


Departmental Balances 


Unexpended $8,511.62 
Overdrafts (306.86) 
Net balances to surplus $8,204.76 


The principal factor contributing to net balances lapsed 
to general fund surplus was a balance of $1,859.40 in the 
overlay account and an unexpected balance in excise tax 
receipts of $3,604.57. 


ASSETS . .. The general fund cash balance of 
$22,095.56 was reconciled with a statement furnished by 
Casco Bank and Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $11.99 included balances due 
from the South Paris for charity expenditures. 

Taxes receivable of $3,135.00 represented the uncol- 
lected balance of the 1965 tax commitment. 

Tax liens amounted to $396.49 at the year end, and in- 
cluded both mature and 1964 tax liens. 

LIABILITIES ... Notes payable, reflected on the 
balance sheet under “Debt Fund”, amounted to $10,603.72 
at the year end. This represented $10,000.00 issued during 
the year for purchase of a new highway department loader, 
and a balance of $603.72 remaining outstanding on truck 
notes issued in 1957. 
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The highway loader notes were issued on authorization 
of the townspeople, carry interest at 4%, and are held by 
Casco Bank and Trust Company. 


SURPLUS ... Appropriation account balances car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year amounted to $1,500.00, and 
represented departmental balances carried forward at the 
direction of the Selectmen 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $24,139.04, an 
increase of $2,952.06 as compared with the preceding year. 
This increase was occasioned principally by the lapsing of 
unexpended departmental balances less transfer of $4,459.46 
to operating accounts. 


GENERAL... The townspeople authorized the trans- 
fer of funds from surplus to various operating accounts and 
the transfer of $1,000.00 from excise to truck note account. 

Trust fund income was utilized in accordance with the 
terms of the various trusts in the maintenance of various 
cemetery lots. The sum of $52.21 was transferred to the 
cemetery account for this purpose. 

The townspeople authorized the purchase of a new 
highway loader, and the issuance of town notes for this 
purpose. 

The Ekco-Greenwood Scholarship fund amounted to 
$189.24 at the year end. The deposit book representing the 
investment of this fund was not available for audit, and in- 
formation pertaining to fund operations was obtained from 


Bethel Savings Bank. 
RECOMMENDATIONS ... It is our feeling that the 


Ekco-Greenwood Scholarship fund deposit book should be 
in the custody of the Town Treasurer, a bonded town off- 
cial. Payments to be made from the fund could be directed 
to the Treasurer as this becomes necessary, as in the case 
of other trust funds. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements present the financial position of the 
town at December 31, 1965, and the result of its operations 
for the year then ended.
